“For the general 
newspaper reader,” he is quoted 
asa saying, “I suppose it is just as 
well to explain thia ne nn Asiatic 
Monroe Doctrine.

able.” Actually the general public 
should strive to understand the 
differencés which the diplomaltat 
recognises between Japanese policy 
toward gastern.

GLIB PHRASE 


The present Japanese attithde Is 
more like the pseudo-Monroe Doc- 
trine which grew up in the United 
States by popular interpretatlon— 
or rather misinterpretation—at the 
“turn of the century.” It bred the 
jingotsm which coined the glib 
Phrase, “America for Americans,” 
and went on to sprend imperialism 
under that cloak. 
redirection and definition were _re- 
quired to return’ the doctrine to Its 
true meaning, Americans may 
take a more comprehending and 
patient View of existing Japanese 
feelings if they remember their 
own aberration of ‘the nineties. 
Then the doctrine sometimes was 
mistaken, for u declaration of

THE MONROE DOCTRINE 


That never was the real Monroc 
Doctrine, however, nor an official 
interpretation of it.

declaration at Mobile, lately re- 
ulirmed by President Franklin D.
